Last y ear auto mo bile-pedestrian co llisio ns ac­ 
co unted fo r 37 per cent o f the 75 6,000 accidents 
which o ccurred o n the streets and highway s o f 
this co untry . 
Deaths resultingfro m such acci­ 
dents co mprised 4 5 per cent o f the to tal o f 
2 9 ,5 00 fatalities. In o ther wo rds, pedestrians were 
inv o lv ed in mo re than a third o f all traffic mis­ 
adv entures — and the chance o f fatality was 
greater than in o ther ty pes o f accidents.

Cro ssing against signals — play ing hide- 
and-seek with parked cars — walking alo ng rural 
ro ads with back to o nco ming traffic — these are 
so me o f the surest means o f co urting death.
